To CrarLes, Genovera, Lovisa, AUGUSTA, 
ANDREA, TiMOTHEA, d'Eon DE BEAUMONT, 
Knight of the Royal and Military Order of St. 
Lewis, Captain of Dragoons, Aid-de-Camp 
to the Marſchal Duke de Broglio, and for- 
merly Miniſter Plenipotentiary from France to 
the King of Great Britain, &c, &c. &c. to re- 
turn to France with ſafeguard and ſecurity to 
his perſon. 


Is THE KING's NAME. 


H, S Majeſty having been pleaſed to cauſe 
information to be laid beſore him of the different 
cammiſſions, both public and private, which the 
late King, his moſt honoured Grandfather, here- 
tofore - moſt graciouſly confided for his Service, 
as well in Ruſſia as in England and other places, 
to CHARLES, GENOVEFA, Louis A, AUGUSTA, Ax- 
DREA, TIMO THEA, d'Eon DE Br auMO NT, and of 
the manner in which he executed them, as alſo of 
the ſaid d' EON DE BERAUHAö T's military ſervices: 
His Majeſty was convinced that, as an officer 
and as a miniſter, in politics, in war and upon 
every occaſion, he has given ſuch indiſputable 
proofs of attachment to his country, and of zeal 
for the King's ſcrvice, as render him worthy of 
the protection which his Majeſty is pleaſed to 
grant him; and his faid Majeſty, willing that 
the ſaid d' Eo DE Beaumont ſhould partake of

His Majeſty moreover, being willing that 
the unhappy quarrels which broke out fo pub- 
licly, to the ſcandal of Europe, ſhould be 
for ever burried in oblivion, his Majeſty im- 
poſes abſolute Glence for the future in that 
reſpect, not only upon the ſaid d' EoN pe Beav- 
MONT, but alſo upon all his officers and ſub- 
jects ; upon this condition his Majeſty grants per- 
miſſion to the ſaid q Eox De Beaumont to return 
into his kingdom, to remain there, and to attend 
to his affairs in full liberty, as alſo to chuſe any 
other country which he ſhall think proper, ac- 
cording to the choice given to him by the late 
King, dated the 1ſt of April, 1766. 

His Majeſty moreover willing that, upon no 


occaſion, at no time, and in no place whatever, 


the ſaid d'Eox ſhall be troubled, diſquieted, or 
moleſted in his honour, his perſon, or his fortune, 
BY ANY OF THE Mixis Ens PAST, PRESENT, OR 
FUTURE, OR BY ANY OTHER PERSON, either about 
the negociations or commiſſions, whether public 
or ſecret, with which the late King had honoured 
tim, or from any other cauſe reſulting from his 
quarrels, diſputes and law ſuits, which by theſe 


preſents are for ever aboliſhed, as hath been ſaid 


above, is pleaſed to grant to the ſaid d'Eon DE 


Bzvmont ſafeguard and entire ſecurity for his 


perſon, and to put him under his ſaid Majeſty's 
ſpecial and immediate protection and ſafeguard, 
charging the ſaid d' EON pe BravmonT to ob-

N. B. This judgment given by the King him- 
ſelf, ſerves only to authenticate the juſtice of 
Chevalier d'Eox's cauſe, and ought not to leave 
him a ſingle enemy under the reign of Lewis the 
16th, when the choice of Miniſters ſeems to cha- 
racteriſe the Monarch's virtues, and to proclaim 
that the brave and virtuous citizen is aſſured of 


a protector.
